Lodge in Defense

The debate on the Brownsville case
was begun yesterday afternoon by Sen-
ator Lodge who took the floor at the
close of the address by Senator Gearin
of Oregon on the Japanese exclusion
question Senator Lodge in an able ar-
gument upheld the constitutional right
of the Executive to discharge the troops
that were dismissed without honor on
account of the Brownsville riots

In reply Senator Foraker spoke for
more than an hour and a half making-
a most vigorous and eloquent attack on
the action of the President from a con-

stitutional and legal standpoint
The debate brought out one of the

crowds that has tilled tie gal
leries thus far this session Among those
present were many colored people who
were eager listeners to every word that
was uttered either for or against the
cause of the members of tho Twenty
fifth Infantry Sergt Mingo Sanders
one of the discharged noncommlaaloned
officers was In the audience

Try Compromise

Before the debate began numerous
conferences of Republican leaders bad
been held In the effort to reach a com-
promise Senators Knox Spooner and
others convinced Senator Lodge that his
original amendment Indorsing the Presi
dents order on constitutional grounds
could not pass and was objectionable
and he agreed to submit a substitute
which was prepared by Senator Knox
This called merely for an Investigation
of the affray at Brownsville making
BO reference to the constitutional ques-
tions Senator Foraker was also con-
vinced a compromise was desirable and
he prepared another substitute resolu-
tion almost parallel to the Lodge substi
tute When Lodge presented his sub
stitute however to the surprise of
man the Ohio Senator promptly as-
sailed it
